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FOREWORD 


The Inventory of the County Ar chives of California is one of a number 
of bibliographies of historical materials prepared throughout the United 
States by workers on the Historical Records Survey Program of the Work 
Projects Administration. The publication herewith presented, an inventory 
of the archives of the City and County of San Francisco, is volume II of 
number 39 of the California series. 

The Historical Records Survey Program was undertaken in the winter of 
1935-36 for the purpose of providing useful employment to needy unemployed 
historians, lawyers, teachers, and research and clerical workers. In 
carrying out this objective, the project was organized to compile inventor¬ 
ies of historical materials, particularly the unpublished government 
documents and records which are basic in the administration of local 
government, and which provide invaluable data for students of political, 
economic, and social history. The archival guide herewith presented is 
intended to meet the requirements of day-to-day administration by the 
officials of the city and county, and also the needs of lawyers, business 
men and other citizens who require facts from the public records for the 
proper conduct of their affairs. The volume is so designed that it can 
be used by the historian in his research in unprinted sources in the same 
way he uses the library card catalog for printed sources. 

The successful conclusion of the work of the Historical Records 
Survey Program, oven in a single town or county, would not be possible 
without the support of public officials, historical and legal specialists, 
and many other groups in the community. Their cooperation is gratefully 
acknowledged. 

The Survey Program was organized by Luther H. Evans, who served as 
Director until his appointment as Director of the Legislative Reference 
Service of tho Library of Congress. He was succeeded on March 1, 1940, 
by Sargent B. Child, who had served in tho capacity of Field Supervisor 
since the inauguration of tho Survey. Tho Survey Program operates as a 
Ration-wide series of locally sponsored projects in the Division of 
Professional and Service Projects, of which Mrs. Florence Kerr is in 
charge.

PREFACE 


In January 1936 the Historical Records Survey was initiated on a 
nation-wide basis under the direction of Dr. Luther H. Evans. In Califor¬ 
nia James Hopper, State Director of the Federal Writers’ Project, directed 
the Survey -until November 1, 1936, assisted by Dr. Owen C. Coy, State 
Technical Director, and Thelma Ziemer, Assistant State Supervisor. The 
Historical Records Survey became an independent unit of Federal Project 
No. 1 on November 1, 1936, and Mrs. Ziemer was made State Director. On 
January 1, 1938, a separate administrative unit of Works Progress Admin¬ 
istration was established in Los Angeles for Southern California with 
Edgar L. McRae as Director of the Survey in Southern California and Mrs. 
Ziemer as Director of the Survey in Northern California. 

The Emergency Relief Appropriation Act of 1939 required that Federal 
Project No. 1 be discontinued as a Federally sponsored project and that 
the units of that project be sponsored locally. The Historical Records 
Survey in Northern California is now sponsored by the Department of State 
of California and is co-sponsored by several counties, cities and other 
public agencies. In August 1939 the project was placed under the Division 
of Professional and Service Projects of Work Projects Administration, 
of which division Mrs. Hope L. Cahill was made State Director, and Mrs. 
Ziemer was made State Supervisor of the Historical Records Survey Project. 
The archives of San Francisco were inventoried while the Survey was 
Federally sponsored. The extensive editorial work on the inventory 
entries in this volume and on the companion volume, still in preparation, 
which will trace the legal status and functions of San Francisco’s 
government from its creation to date, ha.s been made possible by the 
sponsorship of the Department of State of California and by the co¬ 
sponsorship of the City and County of San Francisco. 

The purpose of the Historical Records Survey is to discover, pre¬ 
serve and make accessible basic source material for research in the history 
of the United States. The first task is to make a complete inventory of 
the archives of each county and to gather information about their housing, 
care, and accessibility, and the accommodations provided for persons who 
might wish to consult them. Inventories of the archives of Marin, Mono, 

San Mateo, Santa Clara, San Luis Obispo, and San Benito Counties have 
already been published. Inquiries regarding particular unite of the 
inventory should be addressed to the State Supervisor, Room 215, 49 Fourth 
Street, San Francisco, California. 

Following the completion of the work in county archives, a similar 
survey is to be made of the records of cities and towns, churches, and 
private collections of manuscript material. The results of this survey 
will be issued in mimeographed volumes to be distributed to libraries, 
historical associations, and similar institutions. 
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A preliminary purvey of the depositories of the San Francisco 
archives was made in 1936 hy a small staff of field workers under the 
district supervisor, Eugene W. Kay. The actual inventorying of the 
records was performed concurrently with the cleaning, sorting and re¬ 
arranging of several records during 1937 and 1938 by a staff averaging 
15 field workers under Dr. Kay's supervision. In accordance with the 
requirement of the national editorial office of the project that tbhe 
inventory of each county's archives be completely rechecked before its 
publication is approved, the inventory of San Francisco's archives was 
completely rechecked during the spring and summer of 1939 by Dr. Kay, 
with the aid of five workers. Although the personnel assigned to the 
San Francisco inventory changed frequently the following project work¬ 
ers were more or less constantly engaged in the work: John E. Ward, 
Josephine Berry, Louis Hagopian, Edith Hazeldine, Stephen Moy, Charles 
Egan, Aaron Schnee, and Ward Lewa. Editing of the field notes and 
preparation of the inventory entries were done by John E. Ward, Jose¬ 
phine Berry, David Cano, and Edith Hazeldine. The indexes were pre¬ 
pared by Josephine Berry and Thelma.Rohder. The final editing was done 
by John E. Ward with the assistance of Thomas F. Ward, County Archives 
Editorial Supervisor of the project. Miss Hazeldine and Edna, Roach 
typed the book in its final form; William K. Noe supervised the mimeo¬ 
graphing and binding of the volume. The Inventory in manuscript form 
we,s edited by Mabel S. Brodie, Assistant Archivist in charge of public 
records inventories, of the Library of Congress Project staff. 

Volume I of the San Francisco Inventory will be issued in the 
late summer of 1940. Although it has been the practice of the His¬ 
torical Records Survey Program to precede the inventory entries of 
each office of a given county by an essay tracing the legal status and 
functions of the office for the purpose of explaining the records and 
their relation to records of other offices, the great quantity of San 
Francisco archives made it necessary to issue the Inventory in two vol¬ 
umes. It was decided that issuing all the essays in a separate volume, 
instead of placing each before the record entries of the corresponding 
office, would be a distinct advantage to the user of the Inventory. No 
attempt has been made in this volume to describe the consolidated city 
and county government of San Francisco. Only during the years 1850 to 
1856 did San Francisco have two separate governments; and the majority 
of these records were destroyed in the 1906 fire. The record entries 
have been arranged, as far as possible, according to the classification 
of offices previously adopted by the Survey. 

The Historical Records Survey Project is appreciative of the spon¬ 
sorship of the Department of Ste.te, and of the co-sponsorship of the City 
and County of San Francisco. The latter has generously provided office 
space for the state editorial office of the project,the use of equipment 
necessary in the preparation of this Inventory, and materials and sup¬ 
plies for its publication. Without the assistance and cooperation of 
San Francisco governmental officials it would have been impossible to 
compile this detailed guide to its archives. Mr. Harold J. Boyd, Con- 
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troller, Mr. Clyde E. Healy, Coordinator of City and County sponsored W.P.A. 
Projects, C. C. Chapman, Assistant to the Coordinator, and J. A. Gilbert, in 
the controller's office, were particularly cooperative in arranging the co¬ 
sponsorship of the San Francisco inventory. 

Professor Herbert E. Bolton, Director of the Bancroft Library and Chair¬ 
man of the Department of History at the University of California, served as 
chairman of the State Advisory Committee of the Project. 

To all members of the State Advisory Committee a special word of apprec¬ 
iation is due. Their interest in the projcsct, their belief in the value of 
the work, and in the ability of project workers to accomplish a scholarly 
undertaking, supported the workers' respect fo t the project and set a high 
standard for the Historical Records Survey, which has been an inspiration to 
the project.

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1. RECORDS SYSTEM 


Records of the city and county government of San Francisco are 
maintained subject to the regulation of State laws, and also in accord¬ 
ance with section 64 of the 1932 San Francisco Charter, which defines 
the general powers and duties of the controller. By provisions of this 
regulation the controller is empowered to exercise general supervision 
over the accounts and expenditures of all offices, commissions, boards, 
and employees, and to prescribe the method of installing, keeping, and 
rendering financial accounts and reports prepared and submitted by the 
various boards and employees of the city and county.

All departments of the local government are amply provided with 
books, printed forms, blanks rnd inks by the purchaser of supplies. 

Those materials are furnished in strict accordance with cortnin approved 
specifications. Tho general specifications for bidders on book supplies 
are r.s follows. 

Extra good grado of Russian loathor must bo used for three-quarter 
bound hub-equipped books of tho regulation stylo; canvas covors must 
consist of 10 ounce drab duck unless otherwise specified. Doublc-fillod 
canvas duck is roquirod on all three-quarter bound books where canvas is 
usod in lieu of lcathor. Canvas duck is to bo tan and of 10 ounce weight. 
All books must have rolled fronts, backs and spines. 

Lcathor used on books must consist of tho primo and heaviost grade. 
Covers must consist of an A-l grade of binders* board and be relatively 
thick in proportion ta the size and thickness of the volume. Specifica¬ 
tions generally call for the best grado of materials such as those usod 
in making the best quality of specifically manufactured books. Black or 
red covhido leather binding and cloth sides arc spocified for half-bound 
books• 


All quotations from bidders must include appropriate lettering in 
gilt or ink; loather titles and labels, if ordorod, must bo placed upon 
spine, front and back, or both; rnd, whore oanvas covoring is usod, the 
lettering must bo applied to tho back as woll as to the front of the 
cover. 


It is understood and agroed upon that tho forms now in use, or de¬ 
scribed in tho purchasing schodulo, aro subjoot to change in regard to 
ruling, printing, or both, with the total amounts of ruling and printing 
to remain approximately tho same. The pages of all books are to be num¬ 
bered if so required. Upon dolivsry of each volume, the manufacturer is 
roquirod to furnish the purchasor of supplies with two sheets of every 
form of ruling and printing used in the make-up of the book. 


Records Systoin 
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Bidders’ quotations are submitted with the understanding that should 
any volume prove defeotivo, or fail to comply with specifications, such 
defect shall be rectified or tho book repaired or rebound without charge, 
and that the purchaser of supplios shall be authorized to withhold further 
orders for similar volumos manufactured by the contracting bidder. 

Tho purchaser of supplios reserves tho right of final approval as to 
tho quality, finish and color of the paper usod in tho manufacture of books, 
although there arc no laws, Stato or local, that sorvo to rcgulato tho 
specifications in this respect. This phaso of tho transaction is left to 
tho knowledge and oxperionce of tho departmental officer and tho honosty 
and responsibility of tho purveyors. Tho some unwritten rule of mutual 
confidence and trust applies also to tho purchase of othor paper supplios. 

In addition to thG above general specifications, each form of looso- 
loaf cr bound volume that is usod by any office of the city and county 
governmont is dofinod by a strict specification as to tho composition of 
tho paper, thG sizo, stylo of print, and, in tho majority of cases, as to 
the indexing. 

Indexing systems in uso aro the alphabetical arrangement for vertical 
files, the Oxford Spoed Index, the card index, and the Weis Index System. 
Unbound records that arc maintained in tho form of cards, letters, charts 
and bundles are kept in filing cabinets, storage cases, Columbia binding 
containers, and Brown-Morse steel and wooden cabinets. 

In ordering ink for use in the records, tho purchaser of supplios buys 
only those brands that havo stood tho test of timo. Edwards Inks and San¬ 
ford Writing Fluids aro proferrod. 


Dilapidated and damaged record volumes aro usually rebound and repaired 
by private concerns through the usual method of compotitivo bidding. In 
conformity with tho provisions of Ordinance 9141, Bill N 9555, approved 
January 6, 1932, certain records relative to matters financial may bo de¬ 
stroyed after a lapso of 5 years and upon tho approval of the controller. 

An additional provision directs tho city attorney to instruct tho various 
departmental hoads regarding tho destruction of papers which may havo logal 
significance. A further stipulation of tho moasuro directs the retirement 
board to supervise tho destruction or tho preservation of payroll checks, 
timo cards, and other records allied therewith. Upon the request of the 
retirement board, payroll checks, time cards and ether recorded data must 
be delivered into the custody of that body. 
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2. HOUSING, CARE, AND ACCESSIBILITY OF HIE RECORDS 


The records of the city and county government offices of San Francisco 
are deposited in numerous buildings, which are scattered throughout the 
San Francisco metropolitan area, a limited number being located outside 
the boundaries of the city and county. Within these buildings ore over 
two hundred soparato and distinct rooms, vaults, closets, and other stor¬ 
age enclosures devoted to tho preservation of the oldor archives and the 
care of current rocords. 

Notwithstanding tho numerous locations and the variod types of build¬ 
ings which serve os depositories of tho public rocords, an accurate analy¬ 
sis may be made of the general physical conditions, maintenance facilities, 
and the futuro capacity of those depositories. This is possible becauso 
tho majority of the city and county rocords and documents are concentrated 
in a limitod number of control depositories. Although a largo number of 
\vidoly scattered buildings are used for the maintenance and storage of tho 
city and county rocords, the majority of those structures house only 
branches of governmental offices. Many of these branch offices maintain 
identical rocords. 


The buildings which comprise tho principal depositories of records 
are class A firoproof structures providing the best of protection for the 
records. There are many subsidiary depositories which range from class 
B and C nonfiroproof structures to quarters that aro sub-standard. 


At the beginning of the Survey in 1936, many records, especially 
obsolete documents located in basemonts, attics, garages, sheds, closets, 
and other inprovised storage places were found in a very unsatisfactory 
condition. The larger portion of theso records were stored away in poorly 
arranged files, dumped in disorder on floors, tables, and in various size 
boxes, and had been left unprotected against tho destructive agencies of 
dust, dirt, insects and rodents. 


This condition, however, has beer, rectified during the past 3 • 
years by soverrl W.P.A. projects. They have cleaned, assorted, assembled, 
rearranged, and labeled tho records, thus restoring them to order. Con¬ 
sidering theso improvements, as well as all the other favorablo conditions 
under which the city and county as a modern governmental institution ad¬ 
ministers its functions, tho Historical Rocords Survey Project upon the 
completion of its survoy, has found that tho methods of keeping and doposit' 
ing tho public rocords arc very satisfactory. 
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Considering the .principal and parent structures in the aggregate, the 
housing situation as a whole may be regarded as entirely favorable. Fairly 
good conditions prevail also in the numerous branch offices which are quar¬ 
tered in many subsidiary buildings. 


City Hall 


The City Hall is a thoroughly fireproof class A structure, with walls, 
partitions, enclosures, vaults, and shelving, which provide dust, and damp- 
proof accomodations and protection for the huge mass of records contained 
therein. 

Although a few of the departments are equipped with wood instead of 
metal shelves, the interior finishing of the building as a whole i.3 struc¬ 
turally good. Modern lighting facilities afford ample illumination at all 
times, and careful attention has been given to securing adequate and effi¬ 
cient ventilation. The City Hall floor space extends over an area of four 
stories exclusive of the attic and basement levels. 

The following offices are located on the first floor: The recorder, 
where the records of the alcalde and the court of first instance are stored, 
the assessor, tax collector, treasurer, controller, registrar of voters, 
board of election commissioners, civil service commission, and a traffic 
bureau of the municipal court. 

The record rooms, vaults, and other enclosures located on the first 
floor are all in good order and repair, and have good lighting, accessi¬ 
bility and convenient arrangement. 

The second floor rooms are devoted to housing the following govern¬ 
mental offices: The Mayor, the chief administrative officer,including the 
street traffic advisory board, the board of supervisors, where the records 
of the ayuntamiento are stored, the city attorney, board of equalization, 
department of finance and records, purchasing department, the department 
of public works, the public utilities commission, department of electric¬ 
ity, board of permit appeals, art commission, and retirement system. 

On the third floor are located the principal offices of the bureau of 
engineering, county clerk, civil departments of the superior court, the 
small claims court, sheriff, real estate department, and recreation com¬ 
mission. 

The fourth floor contains additional offices of the superior court, 
the lunacy commission, public administrator, law library, and municipal 
band. 
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Looated on the basement level are the offices of the department of 
weights and measures, quarters of the fire department, and the examination 
room of the civil service commission. Additional space located on this 
floor is utilized as storage rooms for the obsolete records belonging to 
the offices of the mayor, board of supervisors, recorder, sheriff, public 
administrator, assessor, tax collector, treasurer, controller, purchasing 
department, department of public works, and some records of the superior 
court, the latter having been transferred recently from Room 400. 

Many of the obsolete records of the sheriff’s department, considered 
the private property of the sheriff, are sealed in wooden boxes, of which 
the contents were not available to the field workers of the Survey. 

At the beginning of the Survey, the records of the tax collector, 
stored in the basement, were piled upon the floor and on the tables. 
Project workers assembled and arranged the records, and posted charts and 
guides for their general use. 

The records of the purchasing department’s basement storage rooms 
are nicely arranged, but facilities for their convenient inspection are 
lacking. They are stored in paper boxes and enclosed with top covers, 
which prevent convenient access to their contents. 

The attic, designated as Room 500, which contains the obsolete 
records of the county clerk, superior court, district court, and 
probate court, is in satisfactory condition from the standpoint of 
housing, lighting, accessibility, and arrangement of records. 

Generally speaking, the present capacity of the City Hall 
depositories is ample and sufficient for future storage. 


Hall of Justice 


The Hall of Justice, with the large double annex at the rear, 
occupies the major portion of the block upon which it stands. Located 
at 750 Kearny Street, its frontage extends from Washington to Merchant 
Street. Built of stone and concrete with steel frame, it contains five 
stories exclusive of basement and sub-basement, the fifth floor being 
utilized as the municipal jail quarters. The double annex building at 
the rear, the north wing of which houses the central police station at 
the address 635 Washington Street, and the south wing, the coroner’s 
quarters at 650 Merchant Street, is of similar height, dimensions, con¬ 
struction, and general architectural outline as the main building. 

All spaces above the second floor are used for municipal and county 
jail quarters. Both buildings, which are of class A construction 
and thoroughly fireproof, are occupied by the police department, the 
judicial criminal departments, and coroner’s office, and the 
municipal and county jails. 
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The following offices are located on the first floor of the Hall of 
Justice: The quarters of the chief of police, bureau of special service, 
inspector's bureau, general offices, police department records, bureau of 
permits, secretary of police commission, and property clerk. Occupying 
the first floor of the 635 Washington Street annex are the offices of the 
central police station and a traffic bureau. The first floor of the cor¬ 
oner's annex at 650 Merchant Street contains the quarters in which the 
records of the coroner's laboratory are deposited. 

On the second floor of the Hall of Justice are the departmental 
offices of the warrant and bond department, and the offices utilized 
for the records of the municipal court. The second floor of the cen¬ 
tral police station annex is used for the departmental offices of the 
statistical bureau and traffic survey, complaint bureau, division of 
vehicle inspection, big brother's bureau, and the Chinatown squad. 
Occupying the second floor of the south wing rear annex are the offices 
of the coroner. 

The third floor of the Hall of Justice contains the quarters which 
house the records of the criminal departments of the courts, and the ex 
officio Clerk of the Supreme Court. The major portion of this level is 
U3ed fbrcourt chambers, jury rooms, and judicial quarters. 

The fourth floor of the Hall of Justice houses the following police 
details: Hotel, bank, checks, burglary, pawn shop and shopping', automo¬ 
bile, homicide, stocks and bonds, robbery, crime prevention, bunco and 
pick-pocket, and bureaus of identification and missing persons. 

In all of the above mentioned departmental offices the general con¬ 
struction of the walls, partitions, shelving, vaults, and other enclosui'es 
used for the storage of records, provide good protection against fire, ro¬ 
dents, insects, dust, and dampness. Lighting, ventilating facilities and 
accessibility and arrangement are satisfactory. 

Situated in the sub-basement of the Hall of Justice, in conjunction 
with the quarters used for the keeping of confiscated personal property, 
are three separate subdivisions or small rooms which are utilized for the 
storage of obsolete records belonging to 18 various departmental offices. 
These enclosures could be in better condition. 

A similar situation exists in the basement of the central police 
station annex at 635 Washington Street. A small storage room located on 
the first floor, utilized as a depository for obsolete records of the 
traffic division and police stations, also presents an undesirable hous¬ 
ing condition for public documents.

Housing, Care, and Accessibility of the Records 


In August 1938, a W.P.A, project began work on an extensive 
improvement and renovation program covering the Hall of Justice and the 
adjoining quarters. An additional floor was built on the roof of the 
parent building. The spaces of this new floor level are utilized by 
the identification bureau of the police department as a depository 
for the systematic filing of the huge mass of compiled information 
incidental to the activities of that branch of police work, principally 
photographs and fingerprint records* A new storage room was built 
also on the third floor above the south wing of Jail No* 1* This 
newly created storage space is utilized by the sheriff*s department 
as a record depository. The room is approximately 60 feet long by 
25 feet wide, and 25 feet high. 

Throughout the buildings the various governmental offices are 
well equipped with steel filing cabinets and commodious shelving. Due 
to the sixth floor addition to the main building, and also the 
construction of a large record room over the third floor jail quarters, 
sufficient space for future record accomodations is assured. 


Police Stations 


District branch stations of the police department, which formerly 
numbered fourteen, have been reduced to eight. In making this 
consolidation, the records of the abandoned stations were transferred 
to the districts with which the merger was effected. To some extent, 
this move has resulted in an over-crowding of record spaces and has 
also tended to lower the general standard of order and upkeep. The 
majority of the district police station records, largely duplicates 
of similar documents that are maintained at the Central station, are 
for the greater part stored away in basements,. 

Nine district buildings, in addition to the Central station, 
are now utilized by the police department. They consist of eight 
branch police stations and the police academy* 

The conditions of general housing maintenance in the stations 
may be regarded as fair* The Police Academy, Golden Gate Park, 

Ingle side, and Northern stations are slightly better examples of 
adequate housing and maintenance. The Taraval station^ a new and 
modernly constructed building, presents a satisfactory picture of 
fair housing and upkeep* At the time this place was surveyed, a 
police sergeant, who is an expert custodian of records, had thor¬ 
oughly systemised the filing of all documentary data incidental 
to the administrative work of conducting the routine affairs of a 
police station. 
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During the period since the Historical Records Survey completed the 
inventorying of records and the time of issuing this publication, consid¬ 
erable changes have taken place at the police station depositories. A 
W.P.A. Police Records Project undertook an extensive reassorting arrange¬ 
ment and classification of all police records. For this purpose many of 
the records from all stations were transferred to the Richmond station. 

At the time of issuing this publication, W.P.A. workers of the Po¬ 
lice Records Project were completing work of separating the records at 
the Richmond station into two groups, one for future preservation with 
a proper reassortment and classification, and the other for removal from 
the station and immediate destruction. 


Health Center Building 


The Health Center Building, situated immediately south of the City 
Hall, occupies a large portion of the block lying south of Grove and 
west of Polk Street. Completed in 1932, this modern class A fireproof 
building is constructed along general architectural lines harmonizing 
with the civic center group of buildings. As a depository of public 
records, the factors of thorough protection against all hazards, storage 
enclosures, lighting, ventilation, accessibility and arrangement are of 
the best. Modern office equipment and filing facilities essential to a 
convenient and systematic indexing and classification of records have 
been provided throughout the building- Floor spaces, which embrace an 
area of four stories exclusive of the basement, are utilized for the 
various governmental offices of the administrative and technical branch¬ 
es of the department of public health and the public welfare commission. 

The first floor contains the quarters of the following offices: 
General information and complaints, accounts, assistant director of 
public health, personnel, public welfare department, and dental hygiene. 
Recently the quarters of the public welfare department with their records 
were moved from the Health Center Building to a new location, occupying 
a building at 345 Fell Street. This is a large four story brick building 
with fair accomodations for storage of records. 


Occupying the fourth floor are quarters of the bureau of statistics, 
relief accounting division, and offices of the county welfare adminis¬ 
tration. 

Basement storage depositories, from the standpoint of providing 
adequate protection against destructive agencies, and the factors of 
shelving, lighting, ventilation, accessibility, and arrangement, may 
be classified as fair. 
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Obsolete records belonging to various branches of the department 
of public health, which had been deposited in three basement storage 
rooms, and which were previously in poor condition have been restored 
to a systematic and orderly arrangement by a W.P.A. Project. 

Additional structures used for offices under the jurisdiction of 
the board of health, are the City and County Hospital of San Francisco 
which occupies a tract extending from 22nd to 24th Streets, facing 
Potrero Avenue; the Laguna Honda Home, located in the Forest Ilill 
section of Twin Peaks Heights, and situated at Seventh Avenue and 
Dewey Boulevard; the Hassler Health Home at Redwood City; and 29 
branch health centers and clinics spaced throughout the metropolitan 
area, which embrace specialized medicinal, surgical, and dental 
service, child welfare and guidance, and emergency hospitalization. 

As depositories of public documents, the City and County 
Hospital, the Hassler Health Home at Redwood City, the branch clinics 
and health centers may be classified as fair. Since the records of 
the sub-clinics and branch health centers are largely duplicates of 
those compiled and maintained at the health center, the housing and 
accessibility of these records are of minor consequence. 

The entire group of buildings utilized by the department of 
public health and the public welfare department are provided with 
ample maintenance and storage facilities for future record accu¬ 
mulations • 

The only exceptions are in the basement storage rooms of the 
City and County Hospital and the Health Center Building where obso¬ 
lete records are kept. At the City and Comity Hospital, the basement 
depository is crowded to capacity; in the Health Center Building 
similar storage spaces are very limited, although the situation 
is being improved by the project now working on these records. 


Buildings Occupied By The Public Utilities Commission 


The governmental bureaus of the public utilities commission 
consist of the municipal railway, San Francisco Water Department, 
Hetch Hetchy system, electric power bureau, and municipal airport. 

The building at 2600 Geary Boulevard occupied by the municipal 
railway, provides good housing and maintenance facilities for the 
accumulation of well kept records belonging to that department. The 
municipal airport building at South San Francisco is an A-l fire¬ 
proof structure that constitutes a fine depository in every respect. 
The offices of the water department, the electric power bureau. 
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and the Hetch Hetchy system, are located in the 7/ater Building, at 425 Ma¬ 
son Street. Housing and maintenance facilities for the records are good. 
The records in this building were recently assorted, arranged, and labeled 
by a W.P.A. project. 

A branch building, utilized as a general warehouse and storage deposi¬ 
tory for obsolete records, is located at Seventeenth and Pond Streets, to 
which records from 639 Bryant Street were recently transferred. 

Many of the old documents, during the survey, were stored in boxes and 
wooden files that were aligned in rows along the walls and in the aisles of 
the engine and boiler rooms. Other old records were stored in a corrugated 
iron building that was formerly used as a garage. At the time of issuing 
this publication, this depository had been renovated; the main brick build¬ 
ing was repainted, a new floor was laid, and new shelves were built by a 
W.P.A. project, which was also in process of placing the records in order. 
All these depositories now have ample capacity for future storage. 


Additional Buildings 


Additional city and county structures which serve as depositories of 
public documents are the following: The Public Library, at Larkin and 
McAllister Streets, and the 21 branch libraries spaced throughout the 
metropolitan area; the War Memorial Building, at Van Ness Avenue and Mc¬ 
Allister Street, which houses the records of the war memorial board of 
trustees and the San Francisco Art Museum. The offices of the board of 
education are quartered on the third floor of the west wing of the Civic 
Auditorium. 

The California Palace of the Legion of Honor is located In the west 
end of Lincoln Park; the Golden Gate Park Lodge, where the main offices 
of the park commission are located, and the De Young Memorial Museum, are 
located in Golden Gate Park; the Detention Home, with the offices of the 
juvenile court, the juvenile detention home, and the juvenile probation 
committee, is situated at 150 Otis Street; the offices of thehorticultur¬ 
al commissioner, which are quartered in the Agricultural Building, is situ¬ 
ated on the Embarcadero at the foot of Mission Street; in a privately owned 
building at 550 Montgomery Street, offices of the adult probation board, dis¬ 
trict attorney, and public defender are located. The public pound is at Six¬ 
teenth and Alabama Streets; the bureau of building repairs, sewer repairs, and 
the general superintendent of streets of the department of public works, at 
Eleventh and Bryant Streets; the plant and shop division of the department 
of electricity, at 270 Golden Gate Avenue; the central warehouse of the pur¬ 
chasing department at Fifteenth and Harrison Stx*eets; and the central fire 
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alarm station at Turk and Octavia Streets. The 47 district stations of 
the fire department are spaced throughout the city. 

Those buildings which constitute excellent examples of housing and 
orderly conditions of maintenance are: The Central Public Library and the 
21 branch libraries, the Y/ar Memorial Building, Civic Auditorium, Calif¬ 
ornia Palace of the Legion of Honor, Golden Gate Park Lodge, Be Young Mus¬ 
eum, Betention Home, Agricultural Building, ehe privately owned building 
at 550 Montgomery Street, and the central warehouse at Fifteenth and 
Harrison Streets. 

The housing facilities of the public pound, the plant and shop div¬ 
ision of the department of electricity, the central fire alarm station, 
and that part of the department of public works building which is occupied 
by the bureau of cost accounting, may be classified as fair. The remain¬ 
ing portions of the latter building, however, which are utilized by the 
building repair department, the bureau of sewer repairs, and the general 
superintendent of streets, must be regarded as being in poor condition 
for housing public records. The building department of the board of 
public works, situated at Eleventh and Bryant Streets, is housed in an 
old frame building, and although an office vault equipped with shelves 
affords a fair degree of accommodation for current records, the bulk of 
the documents are stored in a garage. 

Forty-seven district fire stations are systematically spaced through¬ 
out the metropolitan are' , as the only’ permanent records kept by the 
various branch divisions of the fire department are comprised of fire 
journals, property books, assignment cards, assignment rules, and order 
books, the maintenance and storage of records does not present a problem 
of serious consideration. On the whole the buildings of these branch 
stations provide fair housing conditions. 

All of the above mentioned buildings are provided with maintenance 
and storage space sufficient for long periods of future accumulation, with 
the following exceptions: The Golden Gate Park Lodge, the building occu¬ 
pied by the department of public works, the plant and shop division of the 
department of electricity, the central fire °larm station and the distriet 
fire stations. The future capacities of those places is definitely 
limited. 
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In summarizing the housing situation, it can be stated that only a small 
part of the total volume of city and county records are at present deposited 
under conditions which may be regarded as definitely unfavorable. From the 
standpoint of housing and every day use, the major portion of the city and 
county archives are maintained under favorable conditions.

Explanatory Notes 


Subject arrangement of entries is the plan of arrangement used 
throughout this book. Each office is given a separate division end all 
records of the same subject within the office or all records dealing 
with one type of business have been listed under a subject heading. An 
attempt has been made to group related offices and related subject 
headings within offices together. For example, all judicial agencies 
have been placed together and within the individual court, all records 
dealing with civil matters have been grouped together. In the main, 
records have been listed under the office of issue. However, there are 
some notable exceptions to this principle, such as reports and records 
starting in one office and ending in another. 

If there are entries under subject headings that might also have 
been placed under other subject headings, within an office, or if there 
are entries related in subject matter to entries under other subject 
headings, they are cross-referenced under those subject headings by the 
words "See also entries (number of the entries)."

A record title in capital letters is the exact title found on the 
record, A title in capital letters but enclosed in parentheses had been 
assigned by the editor because the record lacked a title. Words or phrases 
in a title in lower case and enclosed in parentheses are explanatory and 
assigned by the editor because the original title was not sufficiently 
clear or descriptivo. The current or most recent title is used as the 
entry title and variation in titles is indicated. 

Details of labeling are given in parentheses following the quantity* 
Information on labeling and reasons for missing records have been omitted 
only when such information was unobtainable* 

Unless otherwise noted the records were found in good condition. 

Average dimensions or extremes within which dimensions vary, are 
given for all types of containers, such as volumes, file boxes and 
bundles, in the following sequence: Height, width and thickness, or depth. 
All dimensions are in inches. 

Cross references . Title-lino cross references are used to complete 
series for records kept separately for a period of time and in other 
records for a different period of time (as in entry 29, ”1897—1905 in 
Record of Certified Checks, entry 32"). They are also used in all 
artificial entries— entries for records which must be shown separately 
under their proper office or section heading, even though they are kept 
in files or records appearing elsewhere in the Inventory (as in entry 356, 
"In Cash Tags, entry 324"). In both instances, the description of the 
"master" entry, or the entry covering a record of miscellaneous content, 
shows the title and entry number of the record from which the cross 
reference is made (an in entry 32, "Also Contains: Record of Contracts and 
Bonds, 1897-1905, entry 29"). Dates shown in the description of the master 
entry are only for the part or parts of the record contained therein and 
are shown only when they vary from those of the master entry.

The locations given for the records were the locations at the time 
the survey was made.
